Women are considered socia! 
inferiors and clearly second - class 
figures.” Corrigan said “They 
(women) are allowed to be victims 
| Of men’s violence (by being) kept 
| Subservient, drugged and under 
| paid And, when women step out of 
| that roie and begin to fight against 
| that, that they experience unusual 
incredible kinds of anger revenge 
from the power structure.” Cor 
ngan said 

Cerrigan described rape as 
prime example of sexual vioience 
and as the most prevalent violent 
| crime committed According to the 
Federal Bureau of Statistics. one of 
every three women will be sexually 
assaulted in the United States 
Corrigan added that the Rape 
Crisis Center estimated that eight 
actual rapes occur each day in

These statistics do not include 
sexual abuse of children or other 
forms of sexual assault that do not 
involve vaginal penetration.

“Women are beaten and 
killed even in their own homes by 
someone who supposedly loves 
them.” she saicu 

Corrigan further explained that 
physical violence is only part of the 
whole sexual violence picture 

The pornographic industry is 
one of the largest media industries 
in this country,” Corrigan said. “| 
think the very essence of por 
nography is violence against 
women 

Women also face economic 
violence, the professor continued 
Women are the iowest paid 
workers and even provide a free 
labor force in the home, Corngan 
explained According to Corrigan 
women made approximately 40 
cents on the dollar in California 
last year 

Corrigan added that the 
probable budget cuts at the state 
federal and local levels will limit 
services for not only women bul for 
others who aiso need them like the

El Salvador bound: prof.

Regardiess of who wins the bat- 
tle for the contro! of El Salvador 
the government will probably 
remain authoritarian, CSUS His - 
tory Chair Richard Kornweibe! 
said Thursday 
' Inresponse to a questioner who 
Suggested that an authoritarian 
government based on military 
{..yht be the most expedient way 
for a Latin American country to im- 
prove itself. Kornweibei replied 

“It's foolish to generalize now 
that an authoritarian government 
is what Latin American countries 
need to be stable. It's as foolish as 
thinking that democratic 


governments are the only way 
Latin American countries can 
remain stable as we did for years " 


Kornweibel said the problem in 
El Saivador is a matter of land 
Because of a shortage of land in E| 
Salvador. Kornweibe! explained 
the best land is used for 
agriculture, but the profit is not 
widely distributed. If the iand is 
distributed to the people, the 
country will be poorer as a whole 
Kornweibei added 

Kornweibel emphasized the 
danger of generalizing about the 
Origin of authoritarian regimes in 
La.in America 

The governments of Cuba and 
Mexico, Kornweidel pointed out 
were brought about by two of only 
three “true revolutions by the 
people of Latin America, but “both 
Mexico and Cuba fit well within the 
traditional authoritarian moid.”

Author describes 
divorce aftermath

Author Judith Wallerstein 
recently shed some light on a 
serious subject the aftermath of 
divorce 

Wallerstein. who wrote “Sur- 
viving the Breakup. How Children 
Actually Cope With Divorce.” 
spoke about the many phases of 
divorce to a large University Union 
audience 

Wallerstein centered around 
the effects divorce has on children. 
but she aiso explored the 
Psychological and sociological 
aspects of divorce 

“Divorce is devastating not only 
to the child, but to the parent es 
well,” Wallerstein said. 

She expiained the results of a 
Study she conducted in Marin 
County involving 60 mid - 
die - class divorced families 

Of the 60 families studied, 58 
had to receive psychiatric hein tor 


their children following the 
divorce. 


One year after the marriage had 
faltered, Wallerstein followed up 
and found that in many cases 
children who hadn't received 
psychiatric help immediately 
following the divorce were 
troubled 

“These kids ranged in age from 
three to 18 years old,” she said, 

‘and those who didn't receive any 
help were very much in need of it.” 

According to Wallerstein, 
divorce at any age of a child's life is 
destructive, but the most 
vulnerable ages are pre - school 
years 

Over 70 percent of the children 
in the study were in the pre - school 
period. 

“This often leaves the child 
thinking that ne is to biame for the 
split,” she said. 

The children invoived in the 
study were checked periodically 
for five years. Wailierstein said she 
knew of only onesther simiter orc- 
ject

As both a loyal 
beer drinker and proud 
understudy of the industry, | feel 
that some additional information 
might shed some enlightenment 
upon State Hornet readers 

First, | doubt that Williams is 
aware that, unfortunately, women 
comprise only 12 percent of the 
beer drinking market in the United 
States, a figure the industry would 
love to see increase 

Therefore, when a company 
spends $5 million on a nationwide 
advertising campaign, it is not go- 
ing to spend more than a propor- 
tional amount of its budget on that 
section of its market This is true of 
ali firms, not just beer companies 

An example can be taken from 
the houshold products industry 
Though |'m sure there must be a 
certain percentage of bachelors in 
the furniture polish market. I've 
never seen a man do acommercial 
for Pledge and | dont ever 
remember seeing Mr. Whipple 
chase a group of men away from

My point here is not sarcasm 
but rather an illustration of a com- 


mon advertising technique 
knowns as ‘target marketing 
Moving on the the subject of 
machoism, I'm afraid | have to 


agree that some commercials do 
retiect a certain tough and rugged 
image of men But! don’t think this 
imaging is exclusive of men as is 
evedenced by the petticoat image 
of women refiected in ads for 
feminine products Right or wrong 
this method must be working or 
the product wouldnt sel! and the 
‘ads wouldn't be on television 

My last point regards many of

One of the results of the boycott 
was to nake Rhodesia a stronger 
nation economically Wouldn't the 
sane scenario apply to South Af- 
rica as well? It would appear so If 
israel Can Survive at a current rate 
of infiation of 200 percent. the 
South African economy should 
also be able to survive any 
hardships a pull - out or boycott 
would bring 

it should also be noted that des- 
pite the fact that US corporate 
money keeps the government of 
the RSA strong, US. corporations 
dic not install the apartheid system 
in tha! country. It is questionable, 
however, whether or not U.S. cor- 
porate chiefs see their investments 
as going to support apartheid 
rather than to a government which 
follows a system of apartheid 

if the U.S. corporate chiets do 
see their money going toward the 
perpetuation of apartheid, then

why has the US government 
denounced apartheid, noting the 
interlinkages between business 
and government, and that in many 
cases business wishes are 
transformed into government ac- 
tron? 

And if the system of apartheid is 
so important to the profitabie 
economic intercourse with the 
RSA. then would those companies 
doing business in South Africa pull 

out just because the racist 
policies of apartheid were 
abolished with profits still intact? 
One would doubt it 

The entire question of what is 
apartheid runs much deeper than 
just the economic implications 
There are social, religious and his- 
torical forces at work which main- 
tain apartheid. The US. multi - 
nationais seem to be along for the 
econome ride that apartheid 
offers The fact that blacks must 
use separate toilets in downtown 
Capetown would seem to make |it- 
tle difference to the Union Carbide 
chief with his key to the “executive 
washroom.” 

't seems that there are too many 
questions left unanswered to pin - 
point the U.S. multi - nationals as 
the cause for the maintenance of 
apartheid. Apartheid will most 
likely remain with or without U.S 
companies. U.S. corporations will 
stay Of go depending on one thing

Many of us look at the prospect of growing old 
with disdain and fear, wildly grabbing at the Geritol 
or the Grecian Formula to keep that youthful glow at 
a high sheen 

The obsession with agelessness is never - ending 
and can boost the payrolls of many trend based 
businesses. From cosmetics to health foods, the 
corporations gnaw on the consumer's youthful 
Wusion 

But considering the pigeonhole into which many 
of our elders are filed, it is little wonder we quest for 
youth Packed and shoved in convalescent hos 
pitals, stripped of income and rank, many elders to 
day have little to look forward to afier the 65th bir 
thday Ail too often many surrender to this second 
class lifestyle of retirement, swallowing the brutal 
combination of alienation and idie time, amix which 
can easily rot the best of us At 89. William 
Rothaus refuses to surrender 

Rothaus, now a second year student of German 

is attending CSUS after a successful career as a 
tailor, teacher and father of two sons and a daughter 
He came to the United States in 1911, became an ac 
complished tailor in Paso Robles during the early 
20s, taught the craft for the state in tne early 40s and 
finally settied in Sacramento in the mid 50s e 
1962 he's been retired, with a ranch in Garde 
Valley, grandchildren and a proud employment 
record 

The story takes a bad twist in 1977, wnenR 
suffered a severe stroke completely paralyzing 
left side. His wife, an expert nutritionist, declined t 
phone a doctor ard opted to nurse her husband 
back to health on a mixture of water, apple juice and 

a health food potion named “Sone 

Rothaus attributes his recovery to his wife a 
Staunch determination not to quit 

He emphasizes this point over and over again 
things are possible if you sincerely desire them to 
be. if you want to use apple juice, water, and health 
food supplement to recover trom a stroke, you can 
do it 

im going to show the rest of you guys that itisnt 
the end of the rope,’ he boasts. a little wobbly while 
leaning on a silver cane. “I'm going to be back 100 
percent 100 percent 


The vigor and determination from the small 
framed Hungarian is eye opening, and at times 
inspirational He speaks with a4 rapid accent convey 
ing many of his stories with character and ex 
citement 

Although his wrinkle ~ furrowed face conveys 
age, a quick conversation or a handshake proves 
Rothaus spiritually transcends the quiet surrender 
of many 89 year olds

For the Native American, this Country has beer 
a thief's pocket for the last 400 years Travelers can 
roll unimpeded from San Diego to Bangor Ma 
a network of impersonal yrey ribt 
together the co 
regarded with religious awe and revere 

As far as government policy 
dians are treated somewhat like an embarrassing 
side effect of Western progress The Bureau of In 
dian Affairs is tucked away in the Department of 
Agriculture, and one has to be reminded by history 
books that white is not the original tint of the land 

Many, if not most, American indians are 
economically disadvantaged, and while they are no 
longer tethered to government housing projects or 
reservations with little or no opportunity for a 
productive, healthy life. they suffer from 
aiconolism and drug usage higher than the national 
norm. Many native Americans drop out of school in 
the high school years, and few return to finish ther 
education 

Concerned civic fathers and tribal leaders ir 
many cities have founded Indian Centers to aid in 
the social development and counseling of local !n 
dians. Educators, counselors, and administrators of 
colleges and high schools often make recruiting 
trips to local schools to explain the options and op 
portunities for indian students 

in the Sacramento area. there are a number of 
social centers to heip Indians, offering alcoholism 
prevention and child and family services programs 
and financial aid employment services as well as 
educational support programs with art and literature 
instructional aids 

At the university level, the Bureau of Indian Af 
favs offers college tuition aid, although the 
applicant has to wade thr ugh many pools of 
bureaucratic delays and procedural snags 

The Native American Alliance, a CSUS student 
organization which serves Indian students through 
involvement and representation on campus, works 
with CSUS educators and students to provide advice 
and aid to area native American high school and 
elementary students regarding a college education 

Alfred J. Stripien, associate director of tne Equal 
Opportunity Center, located in the Student Services 
Center, spends much of his time working with local 
educators and native American jeaders trying to en 
courage “native American people to consider going 
to college.” 

Striplen says part of the problem in trying to per- 
suade Indians to enter the educational system and 
fake advantage of government aid is that “Indian 
people sometimes don't want to step forward and be 
identified as indian because they don't want to be 
used They don't want to really know what's go- 
ing on.”

indians generally Rave a ‘pretty low’ opinion of 
the BIA which they see as culturally biased against 
them, and dominated by bureaucrats concerned 
mainly with the calm progression of statistics and 
reports 

The Alliance is trying to educate the CSUS com- 
munity and the surrounding area to the situation of 
the native American The members spend a good 
part of their time planning annual cultural activities

The central concern of the Alliance and its com- 
munity contacts is the survival of Indian culture and 
traditions in what is now effectively an alien land 

“Sacramento has not had a strong tradition as far 
as drawing people together. There are other areas 
that do better,” Stripien admits 

‘It's Okay to go to school and adapt, but it’s also 
important not to forget the religion and culture.”

CSUS Archaeology Professor Howard Goidtried 
tgans back in his swivel chair and stares longingly at 
the poster in the corner of his office by the door, 
crooking his arms behind his head 

“W's a beautiful city, for anybody with half an 
imagination, and | have more than half an 
imagination 

A warm, sunny view of Jerusalem and two of its 
most noted temples sits in the corner of the poster 
An ancient vista spreads out before the eyes, with 
lots of weathered brown stones, vast swatches of 
blue sky, and the unrehearsed surves and angles of 
an ancient city 

Goidfried spent several months last summer as 
the site director of an archaelogical dig southwest of 
the “beautiful city,” and is happily resigned to 
ding the riext decade or so at academic poking and 
dusting 

Along with professors from Israel. New York and 
Boston, and students from Sacramento, Goildfried 
worked daily at the Tei Dor site, which is 12 miles 
south of Haifa on the seastiore 

Sitting on Goidfried’s desk is a smoothly curved 
half of a shot - put sized rock. The rock, used by 
Roman artillery units, was one of 50 or so found at 
the site and is a perfect embiem of the political 
significance of Te! Dor 

Professor Goidfried believes the submerged rem 
nants of Tei Dor can provide important addenda to 
chapters of ancient Middle Eastern history. Tel Dor 
was occupied for many years by a variety of empires 

including those of the Romans, Assyrians 


rof. ready again for 


Babylonians and Persians. it changed military 
hands numerous times, and the artiliery balis are as 
prevalent around the site as geraniums are around 
suburban homes 

“After a while, we noted them and got rid of them 
How many paperweights do you need?” 

Tel Dor is described in Roman historic journals as 
a center of the dye industry, ringed with monstrous 
heaps of stinking debris 

“Some Roman writers describe the city as being 
surrounded by heaps of stinking shelis,” says 
Goidtried, coming down hard on his “ss. Tel Dor is 
located in the ancient land of Canaan, which to the 
Mesopotamians meant the land of the purple dye 

The dye merchants of Tel Dor dyed their various 
goods and exported them to many ports around the 
Mediterranean. One of the questions of Tei Dor's 
social structure and change that Goildfried and 
colleagues hope the study will ciarify concerns the 
effect of conquering nations on their subject 
nations 

Tel Dor spent so much time as a colony, or under 
forced rule of domineering empires, that the ruins 
should give some decent foundations for study of 
cultural dominance 

To what degrees does an ancient empire attempt 
to impose a homogeneous cuiture?... Does the 
upper class adopt Persion or Assyrian cultural 
iterns? 

The Tel Dor excavation team has uncovered part 
of the floors and waiis of a rather large house, which 
according to the economic standards of the time 
could only have belonged to a rather wealthy family 
Tel Dor was a city of approximately 15,000 to 20,000 
peopie during its most steady and prosperous 
period The city walls, built by the various cor

constructed in the Middle Bronze Ages 

The team discovered that the platform sioped 
away toward the sea on the west side and deter- 
mined that the point of incline level - off was the true 
location of the walls. The excavators verified their 
Suppositions when they began digging 

As weil as uncovering the walls and the large 
house, the group has sewer tunnels, footpaths, 
religious artifacts alone and in bulk, and the rem- 
nants of a Roman tempie 

The temple is pretty much gone Youcan still see 
part of the columns it rested on 

Most Westerners wouid probably have a hard 
time recognizing the temple, because the Romans 
constructed religious structures which closeiy 
resembled stone barns fronted by multiple columns 

A miniscule representation of a god of undeter- 
mined identity, and a sculpture of Hermes or Mer- 
Cury, are among the religious items uncovered 
Many of the items were found in a favissa, which ac 
cording to Goldfried is a sort of sacred dump for 
various objects of worship 

its generally a constructive place into which you 
discard objects which are no longer needed or 
broken or whatever.” The Tel Dor team found hun 
dreds of objects piled into the favissa 

The Mercury icon is a borrowed deity, or perhaps 
an inflicted influence, depending on interpretation

The social nature of Tel Dor and the significance 
of its political and economic relations with its 
neighboring cities and nations will not be even par- 
tially unravelled for years, as the team has at least 
five more years of excavation to perform, reports 
and studies to write and thousands of bits of both 
material and abstract items to consider 

Goidtried and crew plan on going back this 
summer. The trip costs about $2,700, and many par- 
ticipants raise the money by working exira jobs, tak- 
ing out bank loans, tapping retirement funds and 
depleting savings accounts. Total amateurs are 
weicome — Goldfried needs workers of ail levels or 
expertise — and warned The work is far from easy, 
involving early morning hours, high temperatures, 
evening lectures and laboratory work 

To Goldtried, the attraction of archaeological 
digging is almost elemental 

This is something that they relate to. It has 
meaning for them beyond the intellectual. There's 
No question that six or seven weeks out in the fieldis 
an intensive experience 

The worth of the benefit students receive from the 
dig is basically up to the individual 

They have the opportunity to learn as much as 
they want.”

A motorist cruising down K 
Street would pay little attention to 
the seedy, graffiti marked 
Mayflower Moving warehouse 
next door to The Old Spaghett: 
Factory Restaurant, but despite 
the building's decrepit 
appearance, it is a worthy locale 
and holds a vast amount of Sac- 
ramentos historical treasures 
This is the Sacramento History 
Center 

Our purpose is to collect ob 
jects and information about Sac- 
ramento,” explains Susan Searcy 
an archivist at the center Aithough 
the search for information and ar 
tifacts from California's capital city 
is far from complete, the center 
already houses everything from 
three anda half million feet of news 
film from KCRA television to 6500 
photographs of various features of 
the California almond industry 

Presently, the Sacramento His- 
tory Center is not open for tours by 
the general public but does offer 
serious researchers a place to look 
up information about the city and 
its people, and offers some slide 
shows and exhibits for educational 
purposes 










































ramento. in those days, the vehicle 
was worthy of imperial stature 
Not ali the items on the shelves 
at the histery center have such a 
dramatic story as the Stanford car- 
riages. Next to the aging billboards 
and giassware in the warehouse 
are some vintage '70s Snoopy toys 
from Searcy's children. Other 
more modern memorabilia 
included in the center's collection 
are T shirts with popular slogans 
about political and popular issues 
such as the Rancho Seco protest 


“If its five weeks ago or 100 
years ago, we want more than just 
classical historical facts,” says 
Searcy The Sacramento History 
Center wants to get a solid record 
of the lifestyle in this area from its 
beginning to the present 

Sometimes the items at the 
center care recalled from their his- 
torical resting place and put into 
modern use. Searcy explains that 
the news film donated by KCRA 
television is a good example of 
this. When former California Gov 
Ronaid Reagan was elected 
president, the television station 
went through the canasters of film 
to put together a documentary of 
his politice! life. The old news film 
was almost destroyed because 
KCRA didn't have room to store it
